Iris, thank you for keeping in touch on this issue. As I explained a few days ago, the issue is complicated. A tent on the sidewalk during those hours is 
unpermitted, but it is not a crime. These individuals can be cited (given a ticket) for having their tent up between 6am-9pm, but to be in compliance all they 
need to do is break down their tent and leave room for the public to use the sidewalk. They do not have to leave their location. And if the tent is unoccupied 
when police are there, there is nothing that can be done. That is what is known as "unattended personal property" and the City has been sued for removing 
someone's "property" when they are not present. 

Next, the "red shirts" you are referring to are the BID public safety team. We are still here. We wear red caps and black uniforms. When you need our 
response, call our dispatch desk at 213-228-8484 ext. 210. We are also the ones who empty the trash cans and sweep the trash (5-7 tons a day!) throughout the 
district. 

At night, if the persons across the street are loud and you are concerned, you should call LAPD. 

Lastly, please know that Megan Teramoto no longer works for Councilman Huizar. Please send your emails to Edna Degollado, at 

edna.degollado(5)lacitv.org . Similarly, Steve Saletros is no longer the Senior Lead Officer for this area. That is now Off. Veronica Padilla. You can email her at 
38061(S>lapd.online . Both Edna and Veronica are dedicated professionals and are doing their best, however, they must comply with strict guidelines as 
developed by the Mayor and City Attorney. 

I hope this helps. I am very sorry for what you and our entire area is exposed to at this sad time in our City's history. As a City, we can do better. We ARE better 
than this.

As you probably have heard, we also now have a typhus outbreak in this area. I have been doing a multitude of 
media interviews, taking advantage of that to rail at the City of Los Angeles for allowing this situation to occur. I 
hope that all of the current media coverage leads to something positive. However, in the short term, the laws 
do not currently support what you and I would like to see happen. 

After I responded to Iris, both we and the LAPD went numerous times to the tent and found no one 
there. These persons are well versed in the law and they know that when a tent is alone with no one inside, the 
police cannot touch it. So they leave for hours and return at night, when there is another impediment. It is legal 
for someone to have a tent erected on the streets of Los Angeles from 9pm until 6am. Nothing can be done. 

So we are in a terrible place right now. The City has been dealt a bad hand by the federal courts, limiting what 
enforcement can occur. Then, the City has complicated its own life by proactively allowing behaviors and 
conditions on the streets that were never mandated by the courts but which the City believes is necessary to 
prevent another lawsuit. I wholeheartedly disagree with that course of action and I have testified to that as 
recently as two weeks ago at City Hall. But neither you nor I are running this City, therefore those who are 
continue to make decisions that create situations such as the one you have across the street. 

I know that this morning there was a cleanup on Winston St. as a result of the new emphasis on sanitation due 
to the typhus outbreak. But the transients move right back. They are protected in doing so by the current laws. 

We will continue to try to make contact with the people who have decided to pitch their tents across from you, 
but please realize that we and the police cannot simply order them to leave. We often try to obtain voluntary 
compliance when they are blocking the sidewalk, but the police themselves will tell you that it has to be a very 
clear violation of ADA access. And even if there is an ADA violation, the "cure" for that is a citation. A ticket. 

This is the world we are living in right now, Karl. Very, very sad chapter in the history of our City.

Hello Iris. Hope things are well with you. I will share this with our LAPD Senior Lead Officer here, as well as our 
BID safety dispatch. This tent does not appear to be in violation of blocking the sidewalk, since that sidewalk is 
quite wide. However, I will let the experts take a look at it and advise. I do understand your concern about 
persons living in tents on the sidewalk, but the City has granted rights to persons to do so with very limited 
enforcement. They must not block the entire sidewalk, nor a doorway or driveway. If they are in violation of 
these rules, they are usually only cited and advised that they are in violation. They are given time to voluntarily 
comply. 

You may want to speak with staff at either Councilman Huizar, Mayor Garcetti or City Attorney Feuer regarding 
City policy. 

In fact, Iris, you may want to attend a City Council committee hearing this Wednesday afternoon at 3 at City 
Hall. The Council will be considering allowing persons living on the street to accumulate unlimited amounts of 
"personal property." It may seem to you that this is actually now the case, but in fact it is not. If the City Council 
votes in favor of this new initiative, it will be one more right of persons living on the street that will be enshrined 
in City policy.

Seven years ago today, I was walking home on 6th Street, from Grand to Main. I’d just rung off with my mom, and had passed 
the 6th Street Market. I was almost in front of the Hayward entrance when I saw a dark figure in the dusky sky, flying above me, 
but not circling. Much larger than the hawk I first thought it was, dropping fast, landing in the middle of the street, not twenty feet 
away from me, in a horrific splat. The Metro bus heading east had no time to stop; it hit him, crushing his body, splitting his skull. 

I will never forget those awful sounds, or the sight of his body splayed behind the bus, the driver leaping out of the bus, hands 
covering his mouth in horror, shouting to anyone, “Did I hit him?” “No, he jumped," I shouted back, while dialing 911. I was asked 
by the LAPD dispatch operator to wait at the scene. It felt like forever; I watched the young man's blood spread on 6th Street, I 
saw passers-by pull out their phones to take pictures of the gory aftermath. (“Vultures! What the freaking hell are they going to 
do with those photos?” I asked myself.) Less than five minutes later, I heard sirens, and a cop was at my side; he said my call 
was the first, followed by a man who was in the same position as I, but across the street, whom another cop was questioning. 

The cop asked me several questions: did I know him? (no), from what floor did he jump (I don’t know), where do I live (a block 
away)...there were other questions, but I don’t remember them. The cop could see I was in shock, and asked if I wanted an 
escort home. I didn't. I just wanted to run to my building, call my mom, talk to my friends, hug my dog, and cry until I was cried 
out. 

The thing is, I’ve suffered from depression all my life. I know all too well how the chemical imbalance feels-physically, mentally, 
emotionally. I call it "the indigo drip." I'd considered suicide several times, before *and* after I got sober; I’d even come very 






close a couple of times. But I reached out for friends, for therapists, for help wherever I could find it-sharing in an AA meeting, 
talking to a Starbucks barista-and help was ‘always* there. The experience of watching someone who may not have had that 
support, or who was so distraught, so chemically out of whack, that he felt he had no choice, was an explicit reminder to me. His 
suicide cured me, in a way, of spiraling down that far. I will never forget that young man, who perhaps only needed to make one 
call; if not to a friend, then to a stranger. I can't hear about any suicide, particularly those we hear about all too often here in our 
own neighborhood, without getting terribly sad...and being eternally grateful.

Hello, your name is referred by Estela Lopez of CCEA. I would like to bring out a few issues to get help from your 
office. 

For past several months, we saw a bunch of illegal camps occupying the block in the 7th street between Gladys Ave 
and Ceres Ave. Before,I didn't have this much problem near this building. Right now, there are seven business entities 
in this building and here I list the problems and complaints due to the homeless camps. 

1. Health and sanitation Issue: We find human wastes were tossed into the fence and left along side the 
tents. Also, tenants found rats coming into building and live around them, and I called the pest control company. 

This 7th street need to be cleaned like other streets regularly. 

2. Theft Issue : They stole the chain-link fences from side street and used as supporting wall of canopy tent. 

3. Hazard of Fire Issue: They use cooking devices next to the wall and nearby, and it is very danger for fire. Also, I 
noticed the burn marks on the wall. 








4. Illegal Electric Usage Issue: I found they use electricity connected from the street pole with opened cords. 

5. Loosing business issue: Visiting customers are afraid of coming to the businesses due the blocking street traffics 
and odors. 

6. Loosing tenants issue: Current tenants do not want to renew or extend the lease due the situations we have. If 
we loose the tenants and business, how we could afford or handle the property taxes and business taxes. 

Definitely, we need do something about this and I politely ask your help and support about these issues.

Subject: Need your advice, help 


I met today with the leadership of the So. California Gardeners Federation at 333 S. San Pedro. This is a 70 year-old organization that formed to help Japanese 
American gardeners who were the backbone of the industry in the years after WWII. Their membership once numbered around 7,000; it's now about 700. All 
are in their 70's, 80's and 90's. The Federation helps them with a variety of issues including medical, insurance, etc. The members are not adept at doing things 
online, so they come in person to pay their dues and meet with staff. Many are disabled and frail. They park across the street and must walk through a small 
gauntlet of encampments to reach the Federation offices. If the encampments occupy the entire sidewalk, pedestrians are forced to walk around parked cars 
and into traffic. The Federation staff is frightened for themselves and their members. 

I was touched by their situation and promised I would do whatever I could to address their concerns. Some of my initial thoughts: 

• CD 14: could we designate handicapped parking spaces in the two metered spaces directly in front of their building? Could we look at a crosswalk mid¬ 
block between 3 rd and 4 th ? 

• City Attorney: is there anything in the LAMC that can help make a sidewalk safer for disabled/handicapped around a location that serves their needs? 

• LAPD: To the extent possible, could you help us ensure ADA clearance around this building? Our BID security is making every effort here, as well. 

I don't normally send out an email like this, particularly because I know how very hard you are all working to help us and the limitations we all have. I hope you 
understand that this one situation broke my heart, and I'm sending out this extraordinary "Flail Mary" to you all. 

The Federation would be delighted to host a meeting at their office.
